The law cited by Mr. Watson is Chap- 
ter XXVIII. of ‘‘ Acts passed at the sec- 
ond’ session of the Congress of the 
United States of America, begun: and 
held at the City.of New York, on Mon- 
day, the Fourth of January, in the year 
MDCCXC.” Section 6 provides: 


That pn the said first Monday in

~virtue of this act, be transferred to 
the district (of Columbia) and Place 
(Washington) aforesaid: And all of- 
fices attached to the said- seat of 
Government shall, accordingly, be re- 
moved thereto by their ‘respective 
holders, and shall, after the said day, 
cease to be exercised elsewhere; and 
that’ the necessary expense of such re- 
moyal shall be defrayed out of the 
duties ‘on. imports and tonnage, of 
which a sufficient sum is hereby ap- 
propriated.

Efforts to cable some of: the 
story from Paris resulted merely in the 
denaturing of the dispatches and the 
information politely conveyed by the 
French consorship that so far as the 
Peace Conference and the international 
political situation were concerned 
American newspapermen were. at entire 
liberty to send to America anything that 
might appear in the French or British 
newspapers, but nothing more. Any 
one familiar with the French and Brit- 
ish papers knows what that meant. 

‘* Now it is practically sure that in‘the 
end \the Peace Conference will -fron 
thing» out, and that lasting peace, 
based on right and just ice and satisfac- 
tory to ourselves and the nations asso- 
Clated with us, will be established. The 
enlightened ‘self-intetest. of all of ua 
assures. this, and it is clear that the 
future of the world depends upon it, 

“There will be no sengeless imperil- 
ing of humanity's happiness through the 
splitting of the nations that won the 
war.

SAYS WAR PROVED IT 


Ordnance and Other Departments, 
Report Asserts, Had to Recruit 
Their Own Employes. 


A committee of the National Civil 


time has been investigating the United 
States Civil Service Commission has 
just reported that it finds the commis- 
sioners failed to measure up to their 
task during the war and are. incompe- 
tent to meet the enormous demands of 
the reconstruction period.. The report, 
made public today, is signed by Richard 


H. Dana of boston, Professor Ellery C. 
Stowell of Columbia University, and 
others. The report says: : 

“In the reconstruction period that w 
are entering enormous demands will be 
made on the machinery of Government 
in which the United States Civil Service 
Commission is destined to play a vital 
part, Its task will be to provide and 
supervise what promises to b 
mendously increased bod of public 
servants. The present . Civil ‘Service 
Commissioners have not the eapacity for 
this new task. They lack the power of 
comprehending it. uring the period of 
the war which is now closing the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League has 
endeavoréd to uphold this commission 
and co-operate with it, and has been 
silent to the public concerning its known 
exmag, ot but the time has now come to 
8a. at the commission must, in the 
public interest, be reorganized for the 
following reasons: 

‘““The commission did not realize the 
ereeny increased demands which war 
conditions imposed upon it. Its registers 
of eligibles were quickly depleted, and 
yet not even the beginnings of effective 
recruiting methods were adopted until 
many months after war was declared. 
Even today the commission has neg- 
lected to use adequate methods of inter- 
esting the public in the Government 
civil service, — 

‘* No additional appropriations were 
sought from Congress after the: declara- 
tion of, war, until their annual estimate 
tor the year peginning July 1, 1918. The 
commission also aliowed ‘a number of 
weeks to elapse before obtaini an al- 
lotment of $250,000 which had been ob- 
tained for it from the President’s emer-- 
gency fund on the ground that it would 
make no application for such funds untii 
it had been ‘ officially informed’ that 
the application would be granted. For 
months after the declaration of “war -it 
tailed’ to adjust its examinations to war 
conditions. In many instances appli- 


e a tre- 


before they could be examined, and 
great numbers of examination papers 
were not rated for weeks after they had 
been completed, and meanwhile appli- 
cants secured other employment. 

‘* Even as late as January, 1918, when 
it was known that there were not less 
than 20,000 anticipated vacancies, . no 
adequate efforts were made to supply 
Suitable lists, .One’ result of this ineffi- 
ciency was that many branches of the 
Government, including the Food and 
Fuel Administrations. and the United 
States Employment Service were with- 
drawn from the competitive system. By 
reason of the failure of the commission 
to meet war conditions, the ordnance 
and other departments were compelled 
to duplicate the machinery of the com- 
mission and to establish extensive or- 
ganizations: to recruit essential civilian 
employes. : 
recruit essential civilian employes. 

“The league has already, in its let- 
ters of Jan. 5 and Feb. 26, 1918, urged 
the President to reorganize the commis- 
sion on account of its ‘inherent inca- 
pacity’. in its war work, in -spite of in- 
creased funds and unlimited opportunt- 
ties, and although the league was as- 
sured by him in April last. that at least 
a partial reorganization would be ‘ef- 
fected, yet, up to the present time, no 
change has been made. Even before 
the participation of our country in the 
present war, the commission disre- 
garded its duty in the following par- 
ticulars : 

‘*It co-operated with. the Post Office 
Department. in obtaining the partisan 
reconstruction of ‘the so-called Motor 
Rural Free Delivery Service by dis- 
charging, without reference to their effi- 
ciency, the carriers atready in the serv- 
ice and filling their places by means. of 
an examination’ and new eligible lists 
submitted to Congressmen, he com- 
mission has unnecessarily kept from the 
public its eligible lists and rating, so 
that it has been difficult and sometimes 
impossible to detect the political manip- 
ulations thereof. It refused to mem- 
bers of your league the opportunity to 
examine such lists for the purpose of 
ascertain whether or not the appoint- 
ees stood highest or lowest among 


those certified and whether or not such 
‘appointments were probably due to par- 


tisan reasons.”’ ;

TRUNK VICTIM IDENTIFIED. 


Bellato: Is Believed to Have Been 
Killed Through Jeaolusy. 


The body found yesterday morning in 
a locked trunk on thé sidewalk in front 
of 152 Mott Street, .within three blocks 
of Police Headquarters, was_ identified 
last night as that of qoseph G. Ballaro, 
a shoemaker “at 329 Iton Street, 
Brooklyn.

Street and rented a furnished room, 
saying it was to be occupied by himeelf 
and wife. (|The police say he’ was. not 
married. At 8: that night Ballaro 
and an unidentified man took possession 
of the room. The housekeeper, Mrs. 
Marion Tharau, told the police she did 
not hear the men depart. Ballaro, she 
said, had a roll of money—apparently 
$200—from which he paid the rent. None 
of this money was found on the body, 
but his watch and other jewelry were 
intact. 

Ballaro’s companion of the night be- 
fore and a woman went to the Cran- 
berry Street house yesterday —e 
and asked for him. It was then foun 
by the housekeeper that Ballaro had 


made for this.man and woman and for 
a woman. who telephoned to Ballaro’s 
shop last night. ‘The murder is believed 
to have been due to jealousy.

' For once in a blue moon, a tale by 
the incomparable O. Henry has been 
positively improved in its stage version. 
In the original’ of" ‘‘ Roads of Destiny ”’ 
the hero, upon reaching the parting of 
the ways, foresees clairvoyantly the dif- 
ferent adventures that await him to the 
right and ‘to the left. They are “ ro-. 
mantic’’ costume adventures in old 
France, and both end with: his death, 
shot by the. same revolver. In dismay | 
he-turns back—only to die at home by , 
the selfsame instrument. The upshot is ' 
sheer fatalism. ; 
In the stage rendering Channing Pol- 
lock has tempered the doctrine of fatal- 
ism with an idea which is more in tune | 
with Occidental thought, and which ‘is 
probably truer. Fate, inexorable as it 
is, is.shown not as a mere arbitrary de- 


cree of the gods, but as being, in some’ 


measure at least, the result of character. 
The power which’ decrees our ends is 
within ourselves—the things we think 
and are. ; 
The setting is of course modern and ' 
American. The first and last episodes 
are in a Nebraska tarmhouse, and the 
two roads lead to a gambling. hell in 
Alaska and a fashionable house party 
at Roslyn, L. I. In deference to a very 
natural predilection of audiences, the 


victim of the revolver is not the hero, 
nor yet the woman he loves.

The scene of the Long Island house ' 
party is one of the most skillful and 
posenant bits of emotional drama in the | 
iterature of our stage. The note of! 
luxury is there, but not in excess... The ; 
rich. man is volu =e and villainous— 
but quite credib ig A woman has 
pt her virtue for the man she loves, 
and finally ends her life to bring him 
happiness. This is if you will; the old 
stuff of melodrama, but not once is the 
note of melodrama sounded. The whole 
episode is so human, so dexterously 
Pniodulated ‘to tts climaxes, so tense ‘in 
every word and action; that one realizes 
the antiquity of the materials out of 
which the scene is made only as an 
afterthought. 

A part of this. effect—and of the ef- 
fect of the play as a whole—is due to 
the excellence of the acting. Florence 
Reed. and Alma Belwyn, as the two 
women in love, and. Edmond Lowe and 
John Miltern as the hero and villain, re- 
spectively, give characterizations that 
have the bloum of life upon them and 
play together to crises which, at their 
most dramatic, have the tang of re- 
freshing actuality. 

Not the least interesting feature of
